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Public records: contracts for goods and services.
General assistance.
Dependent children.

Juvenile court: dependents: removal.

The amendments, as proposed in the analysis, make minor
changes to clarify what information must be reported and
considered by the courts relating to the potential for harm and
the nature of the least-restrictive alternatives to returning a
child to the parent, guardian, or Indian custodian’s custody.

Uniform Fiduciary Income and Principal Act.

The amendments, as proposed in the analysis, specify that a
fiduciary is required to act in good faith, based on what is fair
and reasonable to all beneficiaries, and makes a clarifying
change.

Nonprofit and cooperative corporations: ratification or
validation of noncompliant corporate actions.

Evidence: expert testimony.
The amendments, as proposed in the analysis, would clarify
the permissible scope of witness testimony.
